O'oey every 
law, and apply the test of th: court i where it 
U possible, to orders that appelr uticoasMtu 
tional. lu counselling this kind ol submis- 
sion, we, by no means, give up Ihe struggle. 

Bat we are opposed 
to all irregular modes of redress.

1*0 "Viewing the glorious successce of Gen. 
Grant at Vlcksburg and Gen. Banks at Port 
Hudson, one can but entertain a feeling of the 
deepest r. grct that the resolution adepted by 
the Lower House of the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture, by which a consultation of the States of 
the Mississippi Valley, looking to an adjust- 
ment of the present difficulties upon the basis 
of a rcetoration cf the Union, was not adopted 
hy Ihe Senate also. Those States are now so 
well cb arcd cf the rebi llion that such a prop- 
osition, we believe, would be eminently ac- 
ceptable to the people. The fuggestion, ccm- 
ing from a slave State that had remained lojal 
to the Union, and Interested in the institution 
which has been so long made the cause of ir- 
ritation between the two sections, would be 
likely to be received with more favor than 
propositions from any other quarter. In- 
deed, we have little doubt that it 
would have been accepted, and the e ffusion 
of blood would have been stopped by the firm 
acquisition of that vast and valuable territory 
watered by the Mississippi. Not only wculd 
it have been important in releasic.g our armies 
from the duty of holding by force that sec- 
tion of country, but the Union would have 
been cemented by the consent of the govern- 
ed—of the people tbemse'ves. To eff> ct 
this object isthew^rkof state smnnship, nst 
arms, and the l^wt r House of the Kentucky 
Le-glslsture took the right view of it. It is to 
be sincerely regretted that the policy was not 
carried out by the Senate. Unfortunately, tba» 
came spirit which breathes a war of r xtermi 
nation, which now prevails ia the so-called 
Union party of Kentucky, prevailed then, and 
the measure was lost. It is now too late to 
correct lhat error perhaps, but it is not too 
late to defeat that spirit which stands so dan- 
gerously in the way of a restoration of the 
Uulon. 

We firmly believe that this war could have 
been stopped a year ago, and the Ualon re- 
stored a% it was, hadUhat been the aim of the 
authorities at Washington. Here Fernando 
Wood has avowed publicly that a proposition 
upon the basis of a restoration of the Union 
was made, and da>-cd the Administration to 
deny it. S'.nce then this Administration has 
thought proper to dismiss officers from the 
service for voting the Democratic ticket; has 
arrested and sent into exile private citizens 
for no crime known in the laws; ha<: written 
letters to encourage the miserable party ma- 
chinery of "loyal league" societies, who seek 
to prolong the war, but no member of it has 
dared to deny this lact— this mo>t important 
fact to thU country since the war begun. 
Their silence Is an aJ mission, and it only de- 
pends upon the nature of these proposition;- 
whether these men in authority arc guilty of 
tbe dettb of ev.*ry soldier who has lo3t hi* 
HIl since then or not. As the propositions 
were upoa the baris of a restored Union, we 
have no doubt that they are guilty, and the 
crime is murder and treason. 

But litely, another opportuoity was afford 
ed for coming to a distinct understanding 
with the sec .tied States. Hon. Alex. Stephens 
askid permijsiori to visit Washington, osten- 
sibly for the purpose cf arranging the ex- 
change of prisoners, aed depriving the war of 
its atrocities; in realty, we believe, to sec il 
the L'nion could not be restored, and upon 
what terms. Mr Stephens was one of the last 
of the kadiog men Id the South to yield to 
secession pressu-e. Ii an ad J r ess to the 
G.orgia Legislature, just before the State se- 
ceded, he s»ii: 

Tbe first qurst on that presents i sclfis, shall 
the p-.op'c o! the South secede from the L'nion 
ia cot 6 qnctee of the c'.ecion of Mr. Lincoln 
to the Presidency ot the United Itrtet? My 
countryman, I tell you frankly, candidly and 
earnestly that I do not think that they ought. 
Ia my jndiitnen*, the election of do mm, con- 
s' i utionaily chosen to that high ci fires, is suf 
lich-Pt cause f ar auy Stare to separate lrom 
the Uuioo. It ought to stand by aad aid still 
in i:i..iniainirg the Constitution of the coun- 
try. To uinke a point cf resistance 
to the Government — to withdraw 
from it betaus-j a uun has been constitution- 
ally elected— puis us in the wrong. We are 
pledged to ruin'-iin the Constitution. Many 
of us have sworn to support It. Can we, 
therefore, for the mere election of a min to 
the Presidency, anil that, too, in accordance 
with the prescrib- d forms of the Constitution, 
make * point ol resistance to the Government 
without becoming the breakers of that sacred 
instrument? Withdraw ourselves from it, 
would ws not be in the wrong? Whatever 
late is I 0 befall this e >u»try, let it never be 
laid to the charge of the people of the South, 
and especially to the people of Georgia, that 
we were untrue to our national engagement . 
Let ihe fault and the wrong nst upon others. 
If all our hopes are to be blasted— it the repub 
lie is logo down— let us be fouad to the 1 



|3f One of the serious evils which we have 
to apprehend in the future, as caused by oar 
rebellion, is suspension of the Monroe doc- 
trine. Already serious injury has been done 
in allowing the French government to secure 
a foothold in Mtxico, which promises to be 
firm enongh to require forco on our part to 
drive them out. Even that Is bad enough, 
but there is little or no doubt now that we 
ought to prepire immediately for an aggres- 
sive movement on the part of France, in the 
recognition of the Southern Confederacy. It 
would be only wisdom on the part of the 
French Biuperor to do this, and that im- 
mediately. The collision between the 
United Slates and Fiance must nec 
essarlly come if the French do not withdraw 
from Mexico. It has been too long a fixed 
principle with us, known as the Monroe doc- 
trine, to be glvon up. Even If our peace and 
safety did not require if, wc are pledged to all 
the republics on this Continent to secure 
them from foreign aggression; and there 
can be no doubt that as sxrn a* our armies 
are released from the present lb Id of opera- 
tions they will be turned upon the French in 
Mexico. Of this Naprdeou is too shrewd a 
statesman not to be aware, and he will antici- 
pate our movement by engaging us while 
trammeled with the toil- of a desperate do- 
mestic w»r; and we lhall be agreeably disap- 
pointed if the evil does no, ome sooner than 
any one expects. 

ti*"A case was tried in our city a few days 
since, before Judge Ballard, in the Fedcnl 
Court, that is important in pro virg one fact 
fjr which we have contended, that the civil 
authorities are amply sufficient to deal with 
eases of treason. The case was lhat of s 
young man charged with having been in the 
rebel army aud having returned. He was 
found guilty by a jury and condemned to ten 
years imprisonment and the col ligation of 
his slaves. 

It has been contended lhat our StUe was 
not sufficiently loyal to trust a jury with the 
cisc of a rebel, and military law was defended 
on that account as necessary to deal with 
ifcem. This defense must hereafter, in this 
section at least, be abandoned. It shows that 
the laws of the Federal Government will be 
respected, and that Ihe interposition of mili- 
tary law is unnecessary and therefore unjust. 
We hope that all cises hereafter, except in 
the direct presence of the enemy, in which 
the crime of treason is to be tried, will bo left 
to the caurts. Of ccuri3 this excepts prison- 
ers of war, who arc held necessarily by the 
military, and subject to the agreement made 
by the Government. 



tarThe State has voted under martial law, 
and military orders, and sm.dl as the vote 
may be, there is no help for it now. The 
party ekc-.cd have professed to have a plat- 
form, aud we shall see now how they will 
stand up to it. We have our opinion as to the 
faith to be put in them, and we dim't believe 
we arc mistikcu. Men willing to take power 
under military orders need not be particular 
about pledges. They are independent of 
popular opinion. These men have a vast re- 
sponsibility now, however. The future is un- 
ccrtaiu aud full of perils. For tbe sake of the 
State, we hope no factious opposition will be 
made. We are promised reforms when the 
rebellion is put down; until that time we 
must (1j the best we can lor the Stite The 
dissolution of the Union is not to be thought 
of. It will bring no remedy for any evil. It 
is temporarily dissolved now, and wc see the 
cousscquences. If the work was permanent 
present evils would also be permanent, with 
little intcrmrssion. The extremes of each 
section would control it, and no written laws 
or Constitutions would bmB,

Charleston on the Sent of the Anxious. 

The Chailes'.on Mercury says of the bom- 
bardment ol Fort Wagner a fortnight ago, as 
viewed from the city : 

It wis a irrand, terrible 6irM. Tte bori- 
ain, from Fort Moultrie to Vinegar Hillj was 
crowned with the shifting ma-sea oi the 
smoke of tbe conflict. I .eh moment the 
enemy's shell:-, sometime* sinuly, s<-mctim> I 
in clusters, could be seen buretiu » Inst above 
the site of Battery Wagner; bnt when, at in- 
teivals, the clouds <<f white smoke lifted for 
a time from the scene, the flig of the brave 
garrison could be sfen still waving d< fl lutly 
ia th-* hreez", while with grim reeularily and 
deliberation our guns kept icj lying to the 
foe. 

Again the Mercury eajs: 

A few minutes after eight o'clock in the 
morning the bom»»ardmeut commenced, and 
from this time increased in intensity until 
nearly dusk, when it culminated in one of the 
grandest aud most fearful a'.orms of shot and 
shell ever rained upon a bitter/ oa this con 
tincftt. No language can do justice to the scene 
at this time. The tound was like -4 long-con- 
tinued reverberation of thunder, peal follow- 
ing peal in succt ssicn, so rapidly that one 
could fcarccly difcern an interval. The air 
w is tilled with a bursting storm of iron, whose 
solid masses and tplintered fragments buried 
themselves in almost every foot e>f the devoted 
fort. Immense shelD, striking the slope, 
bounded over the parapet and rolled across 
the parade-gtound, to burst and scatter there. 
O.hers, losing a portion of impetus, ricocheted 
along the ground and over llr; water, throw- 
ing huge volumes cf sand and sea hiirh in air, 
while still more penetrated and were lost to 
tight lu the broad tar. hen sides otthe battery. 
Ou right and left could be seen shooting out 
a tongue of flame lrom every gun, and then 
fantastic shapes of smoke would linger for a 
moment, and drift away in clustering bunches, 
f stoons and spiral wieaths, to mingle with 
the heavy clouds that had >athercd in the 
northern sky. 

The Courier says: 

The bombardment on Saturday, which last- 
ed from morning till night, wa-* as terrific as 
incessant, as tierce as il is possible for one to 
conceive. The thunder of their guns, tbe 
booming of the shelb which bursteu in myri- 
ads in and around Battery Wagner, led ns to 
suppose that the slaughter must be immens-; 
and those least prone M give way tea despond- 
ent feelings looked on wuh blanched cheek. 1 , 
hut compressed lips, and fcaie.l ihe worst; for 
to thofee who witnessed the b.;nib.irdment 
from the houses and steeples, and the various 
points of observation, it teemed impossible for

Lste Southern News-More About the 
llatlle of Gettysburg. 

A correspondent of the Richmond Sentinel 
writes from the camp of Alexander's battery 
of light artiUery, near Ilagerstowa, Md , un- 
der date of July 10: 

The artillery tight ot Friday f3J) was the 
prtsisal of the war— acme a-y the greatest 
"field" artillery fight of the a*e. It began a» 
half- past f. nr o\ icck. Oar battery happened 
to fire tbe tin gun at some skirmishers who 
were ecdeavoring to get into a ravine in cur 
front- Before eight o'clock we bad blown up 
four of the enemy's cdssons, and we must 
have damaged him (and I learn he confessed 
iflterriblv during tbe af.crne.on. Between 
one and five o'el ck I am satisfied we tired 
Jo OHO shot and sh»l). This wss Just be'ore 
Pickett assaulted the enemy's works. Bad 
they been carred, we would luve bees in Balti 
more ere this. 

Not a gun was fired on Saturday. It remind- 
ed us all of the day (.Thursday) that folios ed 
the battle of Sharpsbnnr. As it began to be 
intimated that we would fall back, every face 
grew sad; but when it was ascertained that 
our ammunition (heavy ordnance) was nearly- 
exhausted, all acquiesced. I have to see the 
first man who wishes to return to Virginia. I 
have talked with timid men, but all agree that 
we can whip the Yankees any day on a fair 
field. This is all we wanL We care little 
about numbers. We don't expect to "remove 
mountains," but we hope, b7 God's blessing, 
to do what tte Aimy of Northern Virgiuii 
has so often done b; tore. 

There is great dbcontent among the officers 
and men in icjird to Order No. 71 The 
stores (in Maryland) ar • all closed. Men who 
profess to be onr friends in this 8tatc shut 
their doors in our facta and denounce our 
money. This is intolerable. These men are 
as trnly onr euemie! as the blackest Republi- 
can in the land.

Is it sot clear, therefore, that we shall be 
compelled, far our own safety, as well ai 
through a patriotic love of the Union, to adopt 
a conciliatory, constitutional policy ? It is by 
arguments— by tbe exhibition of a kind.y but 
just cause we are to win them back. Must 
we not show them that our only aim was end 
is to establish the Union as it was aud the 
Conrtl ution as it V- Let us show them that 
they have been deceived by their leaders. Let 
u l show them lhat the fatal em incipation pol 
icy was merely temporary; that the sweeping 
confiscation acts we ackt o wledge to be unjust, 
and repeal them: lhat all measures which se- 
lected women and children, as well at armed 
men, for punishment, never were intended to 
be carried oat. In short, let us show lhat as 
we sre mighty, so are we just and nurciful. 
I. t us prove to them by argument the glory 
and the greatness, the justice and protection 
of our glorious Union.

"And because 
elections ought to be free." says a statute of 
that time, "the king <-ommaDdeth, upon great 
forfeiture, that no man, by fores of arms, nor 
by malice or m"nnciug, shall disturb any to 
make free election."

Accordingly, he formed the 
remaining four comj anies in Hue with loaded 
muekeis and stood them over the maleontents, 
whom he compelled to s!ackand unstack arms 
for twelve hours. They didn't want to stack 
arms alter that without special orders.

schoolfellow his own natural cousin, wboe<' 
parents were British subjects of Canada. 
Younsr Grant was tmghtto forgive iijuries, 
as a divine precept, and to do good aud not 
evil to others, and h's father had impressed 
hi6 mind with love of country and reverence 
for the name ol Washington. The Canadian 
lud been otherwise educated, and believed 
Wash ing' on a rebel. On one oec n-ion a dis- 
cussion an se between the boys as to love ol 
country and duty to a king, wnen Johu said: 
'U. S. (Grant bal been n'eknamed U. 8.), your 
Washington was a rebel, and fought, against 
t'ae king.' 

"Grant replied: Mack, you must stop that or 
I'll Hog you. I ean forgive you for ahusing 
me, but if you abuse our Washington I'll off 
coat and light, though you are cousin Jack, 
and mother may lick me for not forgiving!' 
The boys fought. Jack g^at the worse of it; 
but 'U. S.' was abjut b iug whipped at home 
tor fighting, when his t.nber interposed ;) nd 
saved him, saying: 'The boy who will light 
for Washington will prove himself a man and 
a Christian, if God spares him for twenty 
years.' 

"Some few years ago the boys, now men 
grown, met In i' iv.\ la, and recurred to ichool 
days. Jack said: l U. 8., do you rememb.-r the 
licking you gave me lor calling Wasnington a 
rebel V 

"'Yes, I do; and, Jaik, I'll do it again under 
lik'- provocation. Wellington is ray idol, and 
to me it is more insulting to speak disrespect- 
fully of Washington or my country than to de- 
nounce myself. Mother's ninvin docs very 
well in private ouarr.ds, but it don't apply 
where one's country is denounced or its ge*>ils. 
Washington is first in the American Pantheon, 
and I could not rest easy If I jn-miitti d any 
abuse of his name.' 

"Such was and is 'Unconditional Surrender 
Grant."

The war, therefore, will continue, lor the 
Union persists more than ever In wishing to 
re-establish the unity of its t» ri itory; and, be- 
sides, peace, in the actual condition of thiners, 
would be only a truce of some yeirs, whcV>y 
lor the advantage of the Smth.

Boy and (.i! Is oa the Farm. 

We chp the following article from a late 
rumbcr of the Journal of Agriculture. We 
hope it may reach many a farm heuae and 

the suegorlons thrown out grappled by our 
Intelligent farmers: 

Many are the theeta of nice white paper 
blotted all over for the benefit of the borse, 
the cow, the sheet) and the hotr, yet scarcely 
a luectioo is made of the farmer's boys and 
girls — the stock from wLi -h is to be nude tbe 
emart men and the smart women of thf* fu'ure. 
80 much are mstry farmers engrossed in their 
t.u'-of-door plsnf", that the little ones are 
often teg'ec trd, or are only rem *mt>.'red when 
their services are needed in the field. Many 
a poor t»'V is a drudge and a slave and is 
drilled in "the field unt'l he utterly hates 
evert farm employment. Many a daughter is 
f« .re d to labor in the kitch< n to h-lp an in- 
■vxY.a mother on with her work, till she loathes 
the s ; ght of tbe broom r rd the dugtcan. With 
them b^tb. Hfl is a tnadmill. The song of 
to-rtav is tor the whole year. N ithini: new— 
notbine inure*' ine; except play, and that 
th*y ee: but li'tlc of when at borne. 

The muscles of the eirl ar« developed in 
sweeper, washing, mi sometimfs in romp- 
BBK Tbo.-e of b boy in cho;i(>iijp, mowing, 
hoei: jr ( ^ n d sometimes in ekatine. While tbe 
boys' a d ci r b' hr.dicr are kept in th- traces 
and in strict discipline bv labor every diy, the 
U)i"d is at lil>r*Tty — pla>I ^ truant— running 
wild — turned oat to pn?ture with the fences 
all down. The »>ov i< bidden to hoe the corn 
that is to feed the pigs— weed the carrot <s that 
are intended for tbe col's, and to harvest tbe 
turnips that are to fatten the lanibf; yet not a 
colt, nor a pig, nor even a lamb, is called h's. 
Not a paper cia:a : D d; tbe picture of a horse 
or sheep, is taken in the fatnllv, so that the 
poor boy risnot iret even a pic ure to call his 
own The daughter must 6cour and clean, 
«nd aweeo and mop, make and mend, and not 
an effort is made to improve her mind, < xcept 
to send her to tbe district scbo it, and to a 
teacher, who is ju«t as will fitted for her 
place as the colored wood-sawyer is for a cir- 
! -enter. 

M tiy parents appear to think that they are 
doirz much for tbe mental improvement of 
their children, by sending thetn to the district 
nr-hoDl from two to four mouths in tbe year. 
They c >n train the haad to labor, for this 
he'.ps to feed and cloth**, the family; but tbe 
heal is left to be m iuiged by strangers, in the 
school rooms. BTj wonder the boy leaves the 
old htiuot'or employments more inciting. No 
wonder the daughter e*caerts the old kitchen 
tor a place in tbe jolly tailor's shop. The 
father and mother are so in left alone, to help 
each other, instead of being helped by their 
children. This is all their own fault. Taey 
dril'rd them till they bated home labors 
Their muscle* were overtasked, and their 
minds left to starve. What may the remedy 
t»«J is the question now asked. If parents 
v.-isb to keen their children about them, thry 
must educate the mind and heart as well as 
the htnd. 

One ot the most important nutters is to 
give the chi'dren good reading matter. A 
reading boy or girl will get along iu utter life 
better than one who does not read. But, says 
aoc, "My children never read— they nev. r 
take up the pnper and read— they would 
rather be out at play." Bat what is the paper 
referred to ? A political paper, most likely 
It is full of abu e ai d blackguardism, if 
l ing speeches. What are they to them t 
The cbild needs a child's pap r, in order to be 
iuterc-ted Give it a liule euitiblc food 
ev rv we-k or every raoath, in the torm ot a 
liul. magazine. The liule mind craves food, 
as d «s tin little stomach. 

The importance ot gettir? children in the 
habit of reidi ig it too little appreciated at 
the present time; «sp>cially it is so urn ing 
firtners. The rea ling child will be a reading 
mm or woman. The reiding man or womau 
will hava advjnt-jgrf over those who do not 
read. They will uitke a better appearance in 
life, and will get a living easier. Intelligence 
is power. The reading farmer is the one who 
win*. iM him not forc«-t his children, and 
leave them to chince about their habits of 
reading, and their infeimation. T.ke as 
much j' litis to guide tbe minds of tbe chil- 
dren M ycu do your team of rteers, and it 
will mike men and women of them. Save 
the dollar eptnt for tobacco, that goes to 
teed an artificial appetite, and give it to feed 
the mis 1 of the child. Or let tbe bi y tarn 
his uoll.r b, don^ jo!*, atdp.y for bis 
nmriziue himself. He wid f-el tir >• e manly 
t r it. If it be a diuiraUT that should have 
tiie reading, every gooi father will give 
her tbe dollar ai ... e .
